Congressman Says No 
Project in State 
Can Qualify 

EXPLAINS REASONS 

Praises Americanizing 
Movement Begun By 
Ex-Service Men 

After a four - day whirlwind 
motor trip from Washington, 
Congressman Sam L. Collins was 
In Santa Ana today, where two 
of his first public utterances were 
to commend the Santa Ana post 
of the American Legion on its 
campaign to popularize American¬ 
ism, and to make public startling 
facts regarding the new public 
works program now getting un¬ 
der way. 

Congressman Collins gave the 
Legion enthusiastic praise for its 
educational program to show up 
the fallacies of communism by 
preaching the romance and fun¬ 
damental value of America's form 
of government. 

‘No Better Form’ 

“If there were any better form 
of government than the American 
form, I’d be for it,” said Con¬ 
gressman Collins. "But there isn’t 
any, and history has proved it. 
The Legion can do a great public 
service by informing the people 
of the faris about our government 
With that done, the fallacies of 
communism will be so obvious that 
It will fall by the wayside." 

Mr. Collins made tne startling 
declaration that there is no! a 
project in the state of California 
which can qualify for government 
aid under the -ew work relief 
program for which $4,800,000,000 
appropriation has been set up. 
This opinion, he said, includes the 
Central valley water project, as 
well as the Orange county pro¬ 
gram for flood control work on 
the Santa Ana river. 

Explains Reason 
The reason for this amazing 
situation, he explained, is that the 
president has set up the ruling 
that all projects must be low cost 
projects In other words the 
amount spent for labor and mate¬ 
rial on such projects must keep 
within $1140 per man. Practically 
all the California projects submit¬ 
ted would cost double that sum, 
which makes it impossible for 
them to qualify, he said.

Sheriff’s officers here today 
visited the home of Yergan’s par¬ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Wylie Yergan, 
in Costa Mesa, and Mrs. Yergan 
turned over to them a set of 
silverware, consisting of 91 pieces, 
which she said her son had given 
her as a present nearly two years 
ago. Officers have tentatively 
identified the silver as loot from a 
burglary in 1933. 

Chief Criminal Deputy Merle 
Dean said Yergan had served 
time in the Orange county jail 
several years ago on charges of 
chicken stealing, and later for 
stealing fruit. His brother, Clif¬ 
ford, also has served time in the 
county jail, and at one time was 
released on probation. At pres¬ 
ent Clifford is wanted by Orange 
county officers on charges of 
burglary, and wanted in Los An¬ 
geles county on five charges, in 
Fresno county, and by the postal 
authorities.

Governor Frank Merriam may 
open the newly relocated state 
highway through Santa Ana can¬ 
yon on July 27. It was learned 
today that George Kellogg of 
Yorba Linda, president of the As¬ 
sociated chambers of commerce, 
has extended an invitation to the 
executive to officiate at the cere¬ 
mony, and expects a reply in the 
near future. 

He also has invited the governor 
to attend a meeting of the Im¬ 
perial Highway association at 
Yorba Linda on the same night. 
Governor Merriam has informed 
Mayor Fred Rowland of this city 
that he can come here July 29 or 
30. Mr. Kellogg believes, how¬ 
ever, that the governor ma^^ho 
able to accept the earlier date If 
this were done, the cornerstone 
laying rites for the city hall here 
could be held on that day, with 
the state executive officiating. 

Mr. Kellogg has suggested that 
the highway opening ceremony be 
held at the upper end of the Santa 
Ana canyon, about one mile this 
side of the Riverside county line. 
The celebration would be a com¬ 
bined affair for the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce and the 
Imperial Highway association. 
Plans for the Imperial highway 
from Los Angeles to Imperial val¬ 
ley call for use of a portion of the 
Santa Ana canyon road. 


The Motor Car Dealers associa¬ 
tion of Orange county, represent¬ 
ing a $650,000 investment in the 
new automobile business, banded 
themselves together last night at 
McFarland's cafe on highway 101, 
to abide by the rules of fair com¬ 
petition. At the same time they, 
with the backing of District At¬ 
torney S. B. Kaufman, took steps 
to protect their investment and 
the buying public from unethical 
practices where and if they exist. 

The action last night was taken 
to replace for the industry as far 
as possible what was lost when 
the NRA codes were declared un¬ 
constitutional. Under a state law 
which will be invoked, automobile 
dealers are prevented from selling 
their goods below cost plus over¬ 
head. Mr. Kaufman and Deputy 
District Attorney James L. Davis 
promised their cooperation in en¬ 
forcing the law. 

Thirty-six dealers attended last 
night’s session, representing an 
industry which has an annual pay¬ 
roll of $550,000, according to B. J. 
McMullen of Santa Ana, presi¬ 
dent of the association. The in¬ 
dustry also pays $12,000 a year in 
local taxes. 

Mr. Kaufman, in speaking last 
night, said he believed in protect¬ 
ing this capital investment and 
the buying public from unethical 
practices.

J. A Scherman, state forester 
in charge of the division of for¬ 
estry in Orange county, today an¬ 
nounced plans for protection of 
Orange county's many acres of 
forest lands and pastures. 

In making the announcement, 
Mr. Scherman called attention to 
the fact that this is the most dan¬ 
gerous time of the year for fires 
in the thinly populated areas 
where there is brush and inflam¬ 
mable grasses along the roadways 
He asks that motorists be par¬ 
ticularly careful about throwing 
either lighted cigarets or matches 
from car windows, stating that 
those who do are violating the 
state law covering such matters. 

"We axe soliciting the coopera¬ 
tion of the public in helping to 
prevent brush and forest fires," 
Mr. Scherman said. "In order to 
help, the public can refrain from 
smoking in hazardous areas and 
in areas closed to smoking. If 
there is a fire hazard close to 
buildings, clear a fire break 
around it. 

"When building a small fire to 
burn trash, clear the dry inflam¬ 
mable materials adjacent to the 
fire away. The law requires that 
one adult be in charge or actual 
attendance while such burning is 
being don-. It is also necessary 
that a permit be secured from the 
forestry department when you de- 


| sire to burn brush in unincorpo¬ 
rated areas.” 

The personnel of the forestry 
crews in Orange county follows: 
In Orange, C. H. Alexander, as¬ 
sistant ranger, is stationed with 
two suppression crew members as 
helpers; there is on state fire truck 
J and patrol car stationed in Yorba 
| Linda under the supervision of 
I Assistant Ranger George Wallace, 
! and two suppression crew mem¬ 
bers; a suppression crew truck 
J and six crew members are sta- 
| tioned at Irvine park under the 
| direction of W. A. Painton; 

1 George W. Harris, assistant state 
ranger, is stationed in Santiago 
| canyon and is in charge of two 
small fire trucks, and in Capistra¬ 
no there is one truck and one 
suppression crew member under 
the direction of State Fire War¬ 
den E. A. Nydegger. Suppression 
crews also are available from the 
| CCC camps, the San Juan Hot 
Springs sub-camp and the San 
Clemente State Park camp. 

Detection of forest fires in the 
county is handled through three 
lookouts, one on Santiago peak, 
another on Sierra Peak and the 
third on Santa Margarita peak. In 
( the near future a fourth lookout 
j will be established in the Carbon 
I canyon hills on Gilman peak.

When hypnotism was the sub¬ 
ject of intensive lay discussion in 
the latter half of the last century, 
somnambulism or sleep walking 
ran a close second. The sleep 
walker was looked upon as an in¬ 
dividual possessed by some mys¬ 
terious and even super-human 
power. 

Mystery Gone 

Somnambulism has been robbed 
of its mystery by modern psy¬ 
chiatric studies. We now know 
that it is a sympton of an under¬ 
lying neurosis, or nervous disease. 

The mechanism of somnambul¬ 
ism is described as a carrying out 
into actual motion of an intensely 
experience dream. 

The movement of the sleep 
walker are pantomimic; that is, 
they represent the purpose and 
the sense of the dream. A classical

Guilt lies heavily upon the spirit 
of Lady Macbeth and so she rubs 
her hands in a gesture of washing 
them and mutters the famed 
words, "Out, damned spot! out, I 
say!"

The modern "doctor of physic" 
is better informed on the mech¬ 
anism of somnambulism. The 
treatment consists essentially in 
making a careful examination of 
the mental activity of the patient, 
as well as the experience which 
preceded the appearance of sleep | 
walking.

SHACKLES ON THE MERCHANTS 

S ANTA ANA merchants will be interested in an article 
in the current issue of the Rotarian Magazine. The 
Journal suggests that those store men who don't see the 
periodical borrow a copy from some local Rotary club 
member. 

In it, Kenneth Collins, advertising executive and as¬ 
sistant to the president of Gimbel Bros., makes the point 
that the only shackles retailers wear today are the ones 
they have fastened on themselves—shackles of fear, of 
inertia, and of mental laziness, especially in the field of 
advertising. 

“I can name only one daring move in the whole field 
of retail advertising this year. One single interesting, ex¬ 
citing experiment,” he says in an analysis of what’s wrong 
with retailing. “Advertising, the normal motive power in 
business, has become all clogged up with doubts and fears. 
It’s pretty nearly ready for Dr. Freud and his psycho¬ 
analytic brethren. I can name only two or three really 
outstanding sales producing campaigns in national adver¬ 
tising. A few years back almost anybody could name 
hundreds. 

“Did these exciting, interesting, daring efforts pay? 
Df course they did. So has practically every effort with 
any sparkle in it, no matter how small, that I have seen. 
For now, especially when the competition of exciting ad¬ 
vertising is so negative, the advertising with anything ‘on 
the ball’ stands a huge chance for success. And what I 
said about the advertising campaign with sparkle, I say 
of any business plan with punch, with courage. It will 
have less competition today than in many years. This is 
the time for the business man with vision, with ideas, to 
make a cleanup. 

“Pretty nearly every manufacturer and retailer with 
whom I have talked of late,” he continues, “had as his 
‘alibi’ for all business lethargy ‘the government.’ He 
overlooks the fact that practically every index for retail 
business has shown an upward trend for two years. In¬ 
stead of accepting the challenge of the new conditions— 
whatever they may be, as did our fathers—we retailers of 
the ’30’s have taken them as an excuse for a do-nothing 
attitude and a conservatism which smack of complete in¬ 
ertia. Too many of us have been waiting, like Micawber, 
for something to turn up. 

“We are playing the game so defensively that we are 
doing almost nothing to help in the great work of business 
recovery. We are afraid to speak out a good ringing ‘Yes, 
let’s try it!’ to anything different or novel or unusual or 
experimental. The only thing that is hindering us is lack 
of courage.”

THE BRIGHT SPOT 

O NE of the bright spots on the business map is the fact 
that electrical equipment sales are bounding upward. 
In many western cities they double those of 1934. 

This is good news from two viewpoints: It shows 
that Americans are eager to keep up with the new things, 
and better things, science and industry provide for them. 
And it means that a great deal of the west’s present over¬ 
production of power is to be used, usefully and to make 
life better. 

Electricity is a miracle, in more ways than one. The 
more of it we use, the cheaper it gets; the cheaper it gets, 
the more we use. It costs a hydro-electric plant very little 
more to produce a million kilowatts than half that 
amount. So, if a plant is running half capacity and the 
load is doubled by greater consumption, the price of power 
can be cut almost in proportion. 

We are just at the beginning of the electrical age. In 
the west, we have gone farther than anywhere else on 
earth. We use double the national average amount of 
power in our homes and factories. 

Ahead, we can see still cheaper power, with wider 
uses and a swift diminution of the remaining drudgery 
in everyday life.
